There is still hope—there al­ 
ways Is hope—but evidence Is accumulating that peace 
is still what men talk abou t when they are tired of 
fighting, then reject when they become angry.

Inha ling Penicillin Dust 


By HERMAN N, RUNDESEN, M. I*. 
THE usefulness of penlcllm Is 
being constantly extended, espe­ 
cially when it comes to infections 
cf the nose, throat, windpipe, and 
lunga. I have written earlier of the 
way in which such patients can be 
traated. simply by having them 
breathe penicillin In the form of a 
fine mist. 
This is known as the 
aerosol treatment. 
More recently it has been found 
that penicillin can also be inhaled 
in the form of du st which. In some 
cases, is even more effective than 
the mist. By this du st method, the 
penicillin du st reaches every part 
of the respiratory tract and is even­ 
ly absorbed by all. 
Dust Inhaled 
No reactions were noted In 64 pa­ 
tients treated In this way. This du st I 
containing the penicillin was in­ 
haled for twenty 
minu tes three 
times a day. For three-fou rths of 
the patients with upper respiratory 
diseases, such as colds and sore 
throats one treatment « ’as su ffic­ 
ient. 
hi cases of chronic bronchitis or j 
chronic sinus infections, as many 
as eighteen treatments were neces­ 
sary. Infections in the windpipe and 
lungs required 
ten 
to 
eighteen 
treatments. 
A special appartu s Is required 
for 
administering 
the 
penicillin 
du st. This consists of a facet lece 
which fits over the mouth and nose, 
and which is connected 
with 
a 


chamber containing the du st. There 
are valves which open and close as 
the patient breath« } in and out. By 
means of an air in 1st on top of the 
facepieee, the amou nt of penicillin 
du st inhaled can be regu lated and 
It is made possible for the patient 
to breathe easily. 
When penicillin is used in this 
way, not only docs It come in direct 
contact with the affected tissues, 
but, in addition, it is rapidly ab­ 
sorbed Into the blood. Within three

INSTALLMENT 27 
AT ABOUT the time of the Que­ 
b ec conference (August, 1943), a 
p o r tio n of the Soviet press sudden­ 
ly put forth the Idea that, although 
a meeting of the chiefs 
o f the 
America n, British and Russian gov­ 
ernments was impossib le!b ecause <of 
Stalin’s preoccupation with direct­ 
ing the stupendous b attle in the 
foe» against Gtermany, a meeting of 
the fo reig n ministers could well and 
fruitfully b e held. 
The President and Churchill b oth 
took up this suggestion concurrent­ 
ly and asked Stalin whether he 
shared the opinion that a meeting 
of the foreign ministers of the 
three powers in the near future 
would b e expedient. Stalin replied 
to b oth on Aug. 24 stating that he 
was in accord. He added that the 
meeting should not b e of a narrow 
exploratory character b ut a prac­ 
tical preparation leading to defin­ 
ite decisions b y the three govern­ 
ments. 
He suggested 
that 
the 
range of questions to b e discussed 
should b e determined In advance. 
Fallowing 
exchanges 
of 
views 
with Churchill, the President sent 
Stalin a further message on Sept 
9, in which he said that b oth 
Churchill and he were pleased with 
the idea of a political and military 
meeting on the foreign minister 
level. 
Although the prime min­ 
ister had suggested London or an­ 
other city in England as the meet­ 
ing place, the President said he 
thought a more remote spot would 
b e b etter. 
He mentioned Oaka- 
b lanca or Tunis, or even Sicily, He 
said he wanted to send me to the 
meeting b ut he did not want me to 
undertake so long a Journey, hence 
he would send Under Secretary 
Welles. 
Two days later Stalin suggested 
Moscow as the place and the b e­ 
ginning of Octob er as the time, 
and on Sept. 11 
the President 
agreed 
At this time Welles was still In 
Maine, and I had reliab le Informa­ 
tion that he was writing numerous 
letters to friends In Washington 
that he had b een the victim of ill 
treatment. 
After a certain amount of this 
had accumulated, I went to the 
President. 
I recalled to him that 
he and I had agreed to Welles 
making the trip to Moscow as the 
b est means of getting him out of 
the department without a pub lic 
sensation, b ut that now conditions 
were different. 
Welles had not seen fit to Join 
in with our plans b ut had gone off 
to Maine whence he was writing 
many persons and apparently en­ 
deavoring to martyrise himself. 
1 
also 
recalled 
to 
the 
President 
Welles’s 
remark 
when 
I 
had 
b rought up with him our plan to 
send him to Moscow, namely that 
nothin« could b e gotten out of 
such a trip. 
I said I now would 
oppose his b eing given recognition 
b y the State department unless lie 
retracted some of the harsh crit­ 
icism attrib uted to him and de­ 
clared his loyalty to the Depart­ 
ment and the Administration. 
Welle« *» Criticism 
WELLES did nothing of the sort, 
b ut 
continued 
his 
long-distance 
criticism of me and the depart­ 
ment generally. 
As the campaign 
went on b y one or two newspaper 
critics closely associated with Welle« , 
to the effect that I was Russia« 
enemy and wanted to see her b led 
white. I then went to the President 
and said 1 would strenuously op­ 
pose Welle« '* going to Moscow, 


I said to the 
President that,|» isted that partition was the solu- 
wherever the conference might b e 
held—anywhere b etween here and 
Chungking—I would b e there my­ 
self. 
The« President immediately ex­ 
pressed his gratification that 
I 
would go, and he repeated It two 
or three times with emphasis. 
He 
was also surprised. He knew I had 
not b een feeling well, that I was 
no longer young—I was then on the 
eve of seventy-two—and that I had 
never b efore b een in an airplane. 
He did not know another fact— 
I suffered somewhat from claustro­ 
phob ia. One hot night some years 
b efore, while on a railroad sleep­ 
ing car with the windows open, 
which was passing through a long 
tunnel, I awakened 
and b ecame 
conscious of apparently suffocating 
from carb on 
or other gases. 
I 
thought the train had b een ob ­ 
structed in the tunnel. Ever since 
then I had had a horror of b eing' 
in cramped, enclosed places. I had 
that feeling ab out airplanes, and 
consequently had never flown b e­ 
fore. 
Nevertheless I now decided I had 
to fly to the diplomatic engage­ 
ment at Moscow Just as an officer 
has to take his unit into b attle 
whether he wants to or not. 
I made my decision on my own, 
without consulting my doctor, or 
Mrs. Hull. 
Prior to my departure for Mos­ 
cow, I had conferences with the 
President on Oct. 4 and 5 and 
luncheon with him on the 6th, to 
go over the various projects likely 
to come up at Moscow'. On the 5th 
I took Stetttnlus, Hack worth. Dunn, 
Matthews, and Pasvolsky with me 
to the White House for a compre­ 
hensive discussion with the Presi­ 
dent, In which Admiral Leahy also 
took part. 
We agreed at this conference that 
we should make every effort to se­ 
cure 
b oth British and 
Russian 
agreemment to China’s participa­ 
tion in a four-power arrangement 
(a declaration on postwar agree­ 
ments, Including estab lishment of 
an International peace organiza­ 
tion. 
Russia had opposed China’s 
inclusion.—Ed. Note). 
We thought 
the four-power concept should b e 
preserved, even at the cost of get­ 
ting no agreement at* this time. 
China was too important a factor, 
b oth now and in the future, b oth 
b ecause of herself and of her Influ­ 
ence in British India, to b e alien­ 
ated. 
As to r Germany, the President 
said categorically he favored the 
partition of that country into three 
or more states, completely sover­ 
eign b ut Joined b y a network of 
postal arrangements, communica­ 
tions, railroads, customs, and per­ 
haps electric power, although he 
thought power arrangements should 
b e made on a continental b asis 
The new German states, he went 
on, should b e deprived of all mil­ 
itary activities, including training, 
and of armament Industries. 
East 
Prussia should b e detached from 
Germany, and all dangerous ele­ 
ments of the population forcib ly 
removed. 
Pa rtitio n Of Germany 
THE PRESIDENT took up the 
argument others of us advanced, 
that partition would have many un­ 
desirab le results and that the cus­ 
toms 
union 
arrangement 
either 
would prove to b e unworkab le or 
would b ecome a powerful Instru­ 
ment 
for 
the reunification 
of 
Germany. 
He said we were in­ 
clined to exaggerate these effects. 
He said he had traveled and stud­ 
ied in Oermany. could speak Ger­ 
man. and thought he knew Ger­ 
many b elter than we did. He in- 
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tion. 
The conversation shifted to 
other topics, b at after a consider­ 
ab le time the President suddenly 
b rought it b ack to Germany b y 
saying that, after all, it was many 
years ago that he had b ecome ac­ 
quainted with Germany and per­ 
haps he didn’t know so much ab out 
her as he thought. 
He then said 
that the whole transitional period 
would have to b e one of trial and 
error, and that It might well hap­ 
pen that we would discover that 
partition, undertaken Immediately 
after the war, would have to b e 
ab andoned. 
He thought that rep­ 
arations should b e exacted in man­ 
power and equipment. 
Mr. Roosevelt said there was not 
likely to b e any troub le over the 
restoration of Holland or the Scan­ 
dinavian countries, b ut that Belg­ 
ium was likely to present difficul­ 
ties. 
Apart, he said, 
from 
the 
equivocal position of King Leopold, 
then a prisoner of the Germans, 
who had British support b ecause 
Churchill b elieved In the restor­ 
ation of monarchies b ut who might 
cause troub le with regard to the 
Belgian Government-in-exile, .Bel­ 
gium was an artificial, b ilingual 
state with the Walloons and Flam- 
ands traditionally at odds with each 
other. The President mentioned, in 
this connection, a German study 
made in 1940 proposing a federal 
union of Alsace, Lorraine, Luxem­ 
b ourg, and the two parts of Bel­ 
gium. 
As for Poland and the Baltic 
states, the President said that, when 
he should meet with Stalin, he in­ 
tended to appeal to him on grounds 
of high morality. He would say to 
him that neither Britain nor we 
would fight Russia over the Baltic 
states, b ut that in Russia’s own in­ 
terest, from the viewpoint of her 
position in the world, it would b e 
a good thing for her to say that 
she would b e willing, two years or 
so after the war, to hold a second 
pleb iscite in the Baltic countries. 
While Russia was satisfied that 
the pleb iscite she had already held 
was conclusive, he commented, the 
rest of the world did not seem to 
think so. 
He thought that the 
same • idea might b e applied to 
Eastern Poland, b ut that the new 
b oundary In any event should b e 
somewhat east of 
the so-called 
Curzon line, with Lemb erg (Lwow) 
going to Poland, and that a pleb is­ 
cite should b e held after the shell­ 
shock of war had sub sided. 
Mr. Roosevelt felt that the Bal­ 
tic passages—Kiel and the Straits— 
might each b e set up as a free 
zone under international trustees, 
and that a similar zone might b e 
arranged for Russia to the Persian 
Oulf. 
Bo a rds Pla ne 
AT NOON on the sunshiny day 
of Oct. 7, I went to the Washing­ 
ton airport and b oarded an air­ 
plane for Moscow—the first time 
had ever put foot In one. 
The plane, a four-englned trans­ 
port, was followed b y two similar 
planes largely containing Army and 
Navy personnel. 
After I b oarded the plane, Com­ 
mander Frank Myers, who was 
sent b y the Navy to supervise the 
oxygen on the plane, pointed out 
to me the emergency exits to use 
In case the craft had to ’’ditch’’ on 
water. 
Tire fact of several exits, 
I said, reminded me of the story of 
the old gentleman In Tennessee 
who kept three cats. 
A friend, 
visiting him one day, noticed three 
large semi-circular hole« cut in the 
b ottom of the front door. 
’ What are those for?" he asked. 
"To let my cats out,” was the 
reply. 
"But why wont one hole do 
them?” 
"Because," the old gentleman re­ 
torted emphatically. "When I say 
'» cat!’ I mean ‘scat!’ ’’ 
Our first lap was to West Palm 
Beach Over Georgia the plane had 
to go up to 10,000 feet and at 
000 feet I was made to wear an 
oxygen mask. Elderly men do not 
react well to high flying altitudes, 
which are prone to b ring on heart 
attacks, b ut 1 experienced no dis­ 
comfort 
The next lap, the foltowtng morn­ 
ing, was to San Juan, Puerto Rico. 
There 
we 
b oarded 
the 
cruiser 
"Phoenix" to make the 
Atlantic 
crossing to North Africa 
We landed at t'aMsb Unca. I was 
met b y Rob ert Murphy, our For­ 
eign Service Officer who was handl­ 
ing our political affairs tn North 
Africa, and taken immediately to 


the airport. There we b oarded our 
plane which meantime had flown 
the Atlantic. 
Murphy accompanied us on the 
next stage of the flight, which was 
to Algiers, and gave me a sum­ 
mary of his latest impressions on 
the situation In North Africa and 
Italy. At Algiers I dined with Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower, who came from 
Italy for the occasion and whose 
personality 
and 
confidence ’ im­ 
pressed me greatly. I also received 
visit from General de Gaulle. 
We had a long, reasonab ly frank 
conversation, without reaching any 
decisions. 
De Gaulle was more 
friendly than I thought would b e 
the case, b ut his extensive political 
amb itions seemed to me to seethe 
just b elow the surface. 
From Algiers we made a night 
flight to Cairo. I slept fairly well 
in a b erth. 
The following morn­ 
ing we took off for Tehran, Iran. 
British Foreign Secretary Eden 
had cab led me suggesting he and 
meet for a preliminary confer­ 
ence at Cairo b efore going on to 
Moscow. I replied that our Russian 
friends were rather suspicious gen­ 
erally and that it might look as if 
Britain and the United States were 
forming a common policy in ad­ 
vance of discussing it with Russia. 


However, when I reached Tehran, 
Eden, following his own schedule, 
arrived at somewhat the same time. 
We thereupon met to exchange a 
few greetings and casual ob serva­ 
tions, without entering into any 
real discussion. 
At Tehran two Russian naviga­ 
tor* came ab oard. 
We were also 
Joined b y W. Averell H arrim an. our 
new amb assador to Russia, who 
continued on with us. 
We arrived in Moscow late in the 
afternoon of a cold Octob er day, 
the 18th, Just as the sun was set­ 
ting. 
Molotov 
and 
Litvinov, as 
well as Donald Nelson, chief of our 
War Production b oard, and a large 
crowd of other officials, were at 
the airport to meet us. 
Molotov 
and Litvinov greeted me warmly. I 
then drove to the American em­ 
b assy.
